Jordan is the world 
body’s Arab member. Algeria and Egypt are not council mem- 
bers, but. under the rules, non-members may sponsor resolutions. 
The four-nation move followed an unsuccessful appeal on Nov. 
II by the president of the council, with the concurrence of the 
membership, for a halt to the bloodletting in Lebanon, where rival 
Palestinian factions have been engaged in a bitter struggle.

Mr. Mohieddin was quo- 
ted as saying Iran’s continued rej- 
ection of all Islamic and int- 
ernational initiatives to find 'a pea- 
ceful solution to the 38-month-old 
Gulf war showed “Iran does not 
want to end the war.” 

French contingent 
conies under attack 

BEIRUT (R) — Unknown att- 
ackers hurled a grenade al a truck 
belonging to the French con- 
tingent of Lhe multi-national 
peace-keeping force Wednesday 
but no one was hurL, a French spo- 
kesman said. UeutenanL-Colonel 
Philippe de Longeaux said the att- 
ack happened as the truck crossed 
the bridge linking the Christian 
Muslim sectors of the capital. 
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TRIPOLI-, Lebanon (R) — Aides to Pal- 
estinian leader Yasser Arafat said Wed- 
nesday they had agreed in principle to a pac- 
kage of Saudi-Syrian proposals to end 
inter-Palestinian fi ghting around the nor- 
thern Lebanese port of Tripoli. 


One aide, Ahmad Abdul Rah- 
man, told reporters the package 
included a ceasefire, the wit- 
hdrawal of all Palestinian fighters 
from northern Lebanon and an 
agreement to save the unity of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) by dialogue. 

Asked if he thought anti-Arafat 
rebels pressing in on loyalists aro- 
und Tripoli would also accept it, 
he said: “If Syria tells them to stop 
they mil stop. They are the ser- 
vants of the Syrian regime.” 
However. Ahmad Jibril, the 
Palestinian officer leading the 
rebels in northern Lebanon, told 
reporters 'earlier. “There are no 
negotiations. We have turned 
down all mediation attempts." 

Mr. Jibril, leader of the Syrian- 
backed Popular Frontfor the Lib- 
eration of Palestine-General 
Command (PLFP-GCj, said Mr. 
Arafat and his men had three 
more days to admit defeaL and 
leave Tripoli unconditionally. 

If Mr. Arafat remained “we will ' 
choose any way to enter Tripoli,” 
he said. 

. Mr. AhduLRahman, the senior 
loyalist spokesman, said the pac- 
kage implied Mr. Arafat would 
leave Tripoli, his last stronghold 


since two nearby refugee camps 
fell to the rebels last week. 

“One condition is the wit- 
hdrawal of all forces and surely he 
is one of our forces," he said. 

He added Lhat Mr. ArafaL still 
insisted on guarantees, which he 
would spell out in detail at an urg- 
ent meeting of four Arab heads of 
state or foreign ministers. 

Syria, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait. 
Tunis and lhe PLO would take 
part in this summit in an attempt 
to heal the rift in the Palestinian 
movement, he said. 

The meeting would take place 
within days but he did not know 
the venue. 

Mr. Abdul Rahman said the 
package was worked out in Dam- 
ascus Tuesday at a meeting bet- 
ween the Syrian and Saudi foreign 
ministers, Abdul Halim Khaddam 
and Prince Saud Al Faisal. 

Two senior loyalist officials, 
Rafiq Natshe and Khaled Al Has- 
san, had gone to Damascus to fol- 
low up the talks. 

Jibril rejects compromise 

Mr. Jibril indicated, however, 
that the rebels were in no mood to 
compromise with Mr. Arafat.

The Palestinian civilians in the 
camp, many of whom spent almost 
three weeks in underground she- 
lters, said it was a tragedy that Pal- 
estinians should be fighting their 
countrymen. 

“The only people to benefit 
from this are the enemies of the 
Palestinian people," said Ahmad 
Dihadi, a 45-year-old refugee alr- 
eady driven out of three camps by 
war. 

The civilians said they sym- 
pathised with Mr. Arafat on Lhe 
grounds that he symbolised the 
Palestinian cause.

Reconciliation team seeks Tripoli truce 


AMMAN (R) — A Palestinian 
reconciliation committee, formed 
by the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) after a Pal- 
estinian split earlier this year, 
Wednesday called for an imm- 
ediate ceasefire between rival Pal- 
estinian factions in Tripoli, north 
Lebanon. 

In a statement issued in Amman 
Wednesday, the committee called 
on fighters loyal to Fateh guerrilla 
group and PLO Chairman Yasser 
ArafaL and rebels opposed to him 
to stop fighting immediately. 

The statement also supported a 
joint initiative announced earlier 
this week by two other Palestinian 
guerrilla groups, the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Pal- 
estine (PFLP) and the Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Pal- 


estine (DFLP). 

That initiative called for an 
immediate end to tire Tripoli fig- 
hting and the withdrawal of all 
Palestinian fighters from the Leb- 
anese city. 

The reconciliation committee 
suggested the setting up of a field 
group to visit Tripoli to cry to ens- 
ure neither side broke the cea- 
sefire. 

The reconciliation committee 
suggested that the field group inc- 
lude a PLO military chief as well 
as representatives of the PFLP 
and DFUP, both of whom had off- 
ered their help, the committee sta- 
tement said. 

It suggested that Khaled Al 
Fahoum, chairman of the Pal- 
estine National Council (parli- 
ament-in-exile), should form and' 


dispatch the field group imm- 
ediately to Tripoli “to begin the 
implementation and supervision 
of the ceasefire.” 

Wednesday’s statement also 
suggested that the reconciliation 
committee, the PLO’s Central 
Committee, PFLP leader George 
Habash and DFLP chief Nayef 
Hawatmeh meet in Damascus and 
then visiL Tripoli to arrange the 
pull-out of Palestinian fighters. 

Only then, according lo the rec- 
onciliation committee statement, 
could a political dialogue start on 
the future of the Palestinian mov- 
ement, involving Mr. Fahoum. 
various committees, rep- 
resentatives of pro and anti- 
Arafat factions of Fateh, and the 
leaders of the other guerrilla gro- 
ups. 


Baghdad reportedly closes Abu Nidal’s 
office, expels his followers from Iraq 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq has clo- 
sed down the Baghdad office of 
radical Palestinian Abu NidaJ, 
blamed for past attacks on mod- 
erate Palestinians and other 
Arabs, and expelled his men from 
the country. Western diplomats 
said Wednesday. 

They said Iraqi authorities put- 
Abu Nidal’s men and office bel- 
ongings on a truck earlier this 
week and forced them to leave, 
apparendy to Syria. 

It was not clear whether Abu 
Nidal himself, whose real name is. 
Sabri Al Banna, was part of the 
expelled group but he was bel- 
ieved to be in Syria ai present, the 
diplomats said. 

There was no immediate con- 
-firmation of the report from the 


Iraqi government. 

Pai red man sources in Baghdad 
confirmed the report but declined 
to give any details about the whe- 
reabouts of Abu Nidal. 

Abu Nidal was widely believed 
to be behind the attempted killing 
in London last year of the Israeli 
ambassador. 

The Western diplomats said 
they saw the expulsion of Abu 
NidaTs men from Baghdad as a 
positive step by Iraq, which would 
improve relations between Iraq 
and Western countries. 

• Abu Nidal’s followers said they 
killed moderate Palestinian leader 
Issam Sartawi last April in Por- 
tugal. 

Middle East observers had tong 
been surprised that Lhe radical 


Palestinian had managed to base 
himself both in Syria and Iraq, riv- 
als within the Arab World, at the 
same time. 

The Western diplomats said 
they did not know why Abu 
NidaTs men had been expelled 
from Iraq. 

Abu Nidal opened an office in 
Baghdad nearly 1 U years ago after 
falling out with Mr. Arafat. 

The PLO expelled him in iy74 
and sentenced him to death after 
he was alleged to have tried to kill 
Mr. Arafat. 

Little is known about Abu 
NidaTs past. He is thought to be in 
his mid-forties, having been bom 
in the town of Jaffa which became 
part of Israel in 1948.

Arafat six months ago, have also 
penetrated the north-eastern sub- 
urbs of the city, linking up with 
their allies in the pro-Syrian Ala- 
wite Muslim community. 

The rebel advance ended Tue- 
sday morning and the only inc- 
idents since have been sniper fire 
and occasional shelling, residents 
said. 

Near Baddawi, the remains of 
three oil storage tanks at the Tri- 
poli refinery were still ablaze. 

In Beirut, a cabinet statement 
called on the rival Palestinian arm- 
ies to leave Tripoli and all Leb- 
anon. Ii reminded them that they 
agreed to leave last year as pan of 
the U.S.-sponsored evacuation 
deal which ended the Israeli siege 
of west Beirut. 

Mr. ArafaL has said the deal is 
no longer valid because the Uni- 
ted States failed to protect the 
Palestinian civilians who died at 
the hands of Israel-backed rightist 
gunmen in the refugee camps of 
Sabra and Shatila.

MOSCOW (R) — Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko Wed- 
nesday called for unity within the 
divided Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) and said Moscow 
would do everything it could to 
help achieve this.

Kaddoumi, a senior aide to emb- 
attled PLO Chairman Yasser Ara- 
faL the Soviet minister praised 
Syria and appeared to have avo- 
ided criticising support it has given 
to anti- ArafaL rebels. 

The official news agency TASS 
said Mr. Gromyko expressed 
Moscow’s "deep concern over the 
unnatural fratricidal clashes bet- 
ween the Palestinians, irrespective 
of their causes."

BAGHDAD i Petra j — Jordan 
and Iraq Wednesday emphasised 
their keenness on safeguarding 
the legitimate Palestinian lea- 
dership and voiced their absolute 
support for maintaining the ind- 
ependent Palestinian decision 
making free from any external inf- 
luence and hegemony.

Soviet Union walks out 
of Geneva missile talks 


GENEVA (R) — The Soviet 
Union Wednesday walked out of 
Lalks in Geneva with the United 
States on limiting medium-range 
nuclear missiles in Europe, but 
President Reagan predicted Mos- 
cow would return eventually to 
the bargaining table. 

The walkout occurred just bef- 
ore the Bonn govemraenu fresh 
from winning a parliamentary 
vote Tuesday night approving 
deployment of 2U4 new U.S. mis- 
siles in West Germany, said the 
first of Lhe new weapons were arr- 
iving on German soil Wednesday. 

Soviet chief negotiator Yuli 
Kvitsinsky left Wednesday’s Gen- 
eva meeting after about 20 min- 
utes and said in a press statement: 
“The present round of neg- 
otiations has been discontinued 
and no date has been set for a res- 
umption.” 

Butin Washington, Mr. Reagan 
said as he left the White House for 
a Thanksgiving Day weekend hol- 
iday in California that he could noL 
believe the walkout was per- 
manent. 

"We will be ready to continue 
whenever they are ready to come 
back.” he said, adding Lhat the 
U.S. would make every effort to 


see the talks were continued. 

The U.S. mission in Geneva 
described the walkout as unj- 
ustified and unfortunate. But a 
U.S. spokesman confirmed thaL 
the next session of parallel U.S.- 
Soviet negotiations in the Swiss 
city on long-range strategic mis- 
siles would go ahead as planned 
next Tuesday, a week after the last 
one. 

U.S. chief negotiator Paul 
Nitze. speaking foQr hours after 
the walkout, told reporters he 
could not predict whether Mos- 
cow would return to the medium- 
range talks. 

But, he added, the U.S. hoped 
Lhe Soviet side would conclude “it 
is in their interesL as well as in our 
interest and in the world" s interest, 
’that the negotiations resume.” 

The Soviet news agency TASS 
reported the walkouL without 
comment. Ils brief report rep- 
eated Mr. Kvitsinsky' s statement. 

But an earlier TASS com- 
mentary indicated that the Bonn 
parliamentary vote in favour of 
deploying 10S Pershing-2 and 96 
cruise missiles in W'est Germany 
was behind the Soviet move in 
Geneva. The commentary rei- 
terated Soviet warnings of ret- 


aliation against the new NATO 
deployments in Europe. 

In Bonn, chief government spo- 
kesman Peter Boenisch told a 
news conference the first Pershing 
.parts were arriving Wednesday. 

Mr. Boenisch also expressed his 
government’s “great regret” at 
the Soviet Union's decision to 
leave the Geneva talks. "This is a 
unilateral step for which Moscow 
is alone responsible.” he said. 

NATO capitals optimistic 

The reaction was much the 
same in other NATO capitals, 
where officials generally hoped 
the walkout was only temporary. 

A toLal of 572 new U.S. missiles 
are due for eventual deployment 
in West Germany, Italy, Britain. 
Belgium and the Netherlands, but 
West Germany is the only one to 
receive (he much faster 
Pershing-2s. 

In London, the British gov- 
ernment said it profoundly reg- 
retted the breakdown and sin- 
cerely hoped the negotiations 
would resume early next year. 

Britain repeated it was ready to 
haltor reverse deployment of cru- 
ise missiles if agreement could be 
reached at Geneva. 


Global tension alarms Commonwealth 


NEW DELHI (R) — Com- 
monwealth government leaders 
Wednesday considered sending 
special emissaries to Washington 
and Moscow to express rising con- 
cern over superpower tensions. 

Canadian Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau, who has described 
East- West relations as “dan- 
gerously confrontational,” urged 
a 48-nation Commonwealth 
summit lo launch a new effort for 
peace. 

Mr. Trudeau proposed nuclear 
na lions should freeze their ars- 
enals or accepL a weapons ceiling, 
and called for a worldwide pledge 


Damascus 
denies U.S. 
accusation 

DAMASCUS (R) — Damascus 
Radio Wednesday strongly denied . 
Syrian involvement in the suicide 
truck bombing which killed 23y 
people at the U.S. Marine hea- 
dquarters in Beirut last month as 
false and unobjective. 

U.S. Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger told a news con- 
ference in Washington Tuesday 
night that the bombing had been 
earned out by Iranians and aut- 
horised by the Syrian government. 

Damascus Radio said: “The 
accusation by the U.S. adm- 
inistration that Syria was behind 
the bombing of the Marines' hea- 
dquarters in Beirut is false, uno- 
bjective and contrary to facts.” 

The state-controlled radio said 
in a commentary that U.S. officials 
had “a strong desire to illustrate 
that Syria was behind the blasL alt- 
hough Syria had no connection 
with it.”

by other countries to renounce the 
acquisition of nuclear arms, con- 
ference sources said. 

President Kenneth Kaunda of 
Zambia said a group of Com- 
monwealth leaders should go to 
the United States and the SovieL 
Union soon to urge fresh efforts 
for dialogue and arms control. No 
decision is likely until the end of 
the seven-day meeting. 

The Commonwealth debate on 
world tensions coincided with an 
abrupt Soviet walkout in Geneva 
afier two years of deadlocked 
negotiations on limiting 
European- based nuclear missiles. 


But news of the Geneva bre- 
akdown reached New Delhi too 
late to be discussed, officials said. 

Mr. Trudeau also proposed a 
meeting of the five nuclear pow- 
ers. the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Britain. France and China. 

But British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher questioned 
whether such a meeting was timely 
and said any such talks would req- 
uire careful preparation, con- 
ference sources said.

N. Korean general ordered 
Rangoon blast, court hears 


.RANGOON (Rj — A North 
Korean general ordered three 
army officers to assassinate South 
Korean President Chun Doo 
Hwan in a bomb attack in Ran- 
goon, Burma’s police chief Thein 
Aung said Wednesday. 

He was giving evidence at the 
trial of two North Koreans on 
murder charges arising out of the 
Ocl 9 bomb auack that killed 21 
people, including four South Kor- 
ean cabinet ministers. 

He said one of the North Kor- 
eans, Kang Min-Chul, 28. had 
confessed that he was a captain in 
a reconnaissance company led by 
the other accused. Major Zin Mo. 
A general named Kang Chang-Su 
had ordered them and another 
captain. Sin Ki-Chol. to carry out 
the bomb attack, the police chief 
quoted Kang as saying. 

Mr. Thein was secretary of an 
inquiry into the bombing which 
ruled earlier this month Lhat North 
Korea was responsible. Burma 
then withdrew recognition of the 
North Korean government. 

Mr. Thein said the three North 


Korean officers, one of whom was 
shot dead evading capture, stayed 
in the house of a North Korean 
diplomat in Rangoon while pla- 
nning the attack. 

Kang had indicated Lhe house of 
North Korean Embassy Cou-- 
osellor Chon Chartg-Hui on a map 
and identified it as the house 
where they had hidden for about 
two weeks before the attack 

Mr. Thein quoted Kang us say- 
ing Lhe three officers arrived in 
Rangoon bv ship on Sept. 22 or 
23. 

On Oct. 8 they planted three 
remole-controlled bombs in the 
roof of the capital's Martyrs Mau- 
soleum where President Chun and 
oLher South Korean officials were 
due to attend a wreath-laying cer- 
emony the next day. 

Two of the bombs were placed 
over Lhe tomb of General Aung 
San. where President Chun was 
due to stand. The North Koreans 
waited near the mausoleum and 
Major Zin Mo detonated the exp- 
losives when he thought the guests 
had entered. Kang said.

Evren expected Dec. 3 


AMMAN (R) — Turkish Pre- 
sident Kenan Evren will pay an 
official visit to Jordan in the first 
week of next. month, a Turkish 
embassy spokesman said here 
Wednesday. 

He did not give the date for the 
visit, which is in return for a visit to 
Turkey paid by His Majesty King 
Hussein a year ago. but informed 
sources said it would start on Dec. 
3. 

Turkish officials here said the 
two countries have long enjoyed 
close relations. rooied~in a fri- 
endship between Turkeys fou-. 
nder Kemal Ataturk and the late 
King Abdullah. King Hussein's- 
grandfather. 


They signed a friendship agr- 
eement in 1*47 and. during a visit 
to Turkey last July by Jordan's 
Crown Prince Hassan. concluded 
two more pacts on labour and cul- 
tural cooperation. 

There are about 4 .null Turks 
working in Jordan, while, on the 
trade front. Jordan imports Tur- 
kish foodstuffs and Turkey bought 
124.0ii0 tonnes of Jordanian pho- 
sphates this year. 

Three Turkish firms are also 
engaged in building a cement 
plant, a sewage treatment ext- 
ension project and housing for 
military personnel in Jordan, the 
officials said. 


Trip delayed amidst 
customs row reports 


CAIRO iRi — A visit by Egypt's Economy and Foreign Trade 
Minister Mustapha Kamel Sa'id to Jordan has been postponed until 
late December amid reports in diplomatic quarters of a dispute over 
customs tariffs. 

Egypt's official Middle East News Agency (MENA l announced 
the postponement of the visit, which had been due to start Friday, but 
gave no reason. 

Jordanian diplomats said the delay might be linked with a row 
between Jordan and Egypt over tariffs. 

They said Egypt and"Jordan signed a trade protocol last April to 
scrap regular tariffs on Jordanian and Egyptian goods. 

but the diplomats said Egypt continued to extract customs fees on 
Jordanian coods. As a retaliatory move. Jordan froze the agreement, 
they added. 

No immediate comment from Egyptian officials was available. 

The announcement of Sa’id's visit by MENA last week was made 
as a rapprochement between Egypt and other Arab states seemed to 
be gathering pace. Jordan, like most of the Arab World, broke 
diplomatic relations with Cairo when Egypt signed its 1979 peace 
treaty with Israel.

AMMAN (Petra) — Her High- 
ness Princess Sarvath. honorary 
president of the Young Women 
Muslim Association lYWMA). 
Tuesday opened the vocational 
training section at the YWMA's 
private education centre.

Mrs. Khawlah Abu Odeh. made a 
speech at the outset of the ina- 
uguration ceremony in which she 
said that the centre, which was 
opened by His Majesty King Hus- 
sein three years ago. only included 
a kindergarten. After equipping 
the centre with the new vocational 


section, it can now accommodate 
27 handicapped students aged 
between 1 5-20 years who will rec- 
eive various vocational training in 
handicrafts, music, hom- 
meconomy amongst others.

Arab thinkers to attend democracy talks

AMMAN — A seminar entitled 
the Crisis of Democracy in the 
Arab World will be held in Lim- 
asol. Cyprus from Nov. 26 to Dec. 
1 . 

The seminar is being organised 
by the Arab L T nity Studies Centre 
and will be attended by lo7 key 
personalities, researchers and int- 
ellectuals in a personal capacity. 

A total of 2U research projects 
will be submined to the seminar 
dealing with: Concepts of dem- 
ocracy. Arab thinking and dem- 
ocracy. forms of democratic life in 
the Arab World, case studies in 
democracy, and democracy and its 
present problems as well as its cha- 
llenges in the future. 

Among the projects to be sub- 
mined will be one about the exp- 
eriment of democracy in Jordan, 
to be compiled and presented to 
the seminar by Dr. Jamal Al Sha’ir. 
a former cabinet minister and Nat- 
ional Consultative Council mem- 
ber. 

Among the leading Jordanian 
and Palestinian personalities who 
will attend the seminar are: Dr. 
Halim Barakat. Hamad Al Far- 
han. Dr. Khaldoun Al Hosari- 


Suleiman Al Hadidi. Amin Shu- 
qair. Burhan Al Dajani. Dr. Taher 
Kan'an. Dr. Jamal Al Sha'ir. Jamil 
Malar. Dr. Ali Mahafeah. Dr. 
Munther Anabtawi. Omar Nab- 
uisi. Hani Al Hassan. Dr. Hisham 
Al Sharabi and Dr. Yusef Sayegh. 

Dr. Sha'ir told the Jordan Times 
that the centre holds seminars 
every six months in different Arab 
capitals. “ Last November the sem- 
inar was held in Jordan." he said. 

Concerning the coming sem- 
inar. Sah'ir said that the main 
topic that the seminar will tackle is 
the issue of parliamentary life in 
the Arab World. 

Dr. Sha'ir said that a group of 
Arab intellectuals will suggest the 
formation of an Arab Association 
of Human Rights. 

“The main goal of such an ass- 
ociation wifi be to exchange inf- 
ormation about the violation of 
human rights in the Arab cou- 
ntries." Dr. Sha'ir said. He added 
that the association will cooperate 
with Amnesty International. 

Dr. Sha'ir pointed out that some 
Jordanians who will attend the 
seminar “home in mind” to sub- 
mit a proposal calling for the cre- 
ation of a League of Arab Dem- 
ocrats. 

He did not elaborate on this 


point but said that “I think this is a 
more solid step which will include 
human rights issues as well as tac- 
kling the problem of nationalist 
thought which has been facing dif- 
ficulties for the last half century,*' 
Dr. Sha'ir said. 

“This has resulted in the endless 
conflicts and repeated failures to 
solve central and inter-Arab pro- 
blems especially the par- 
liamentary process as a step tow- 
ards building a national pro- 
gramme.” 

Dr. Sha'ir explained that the 
seminar will deliberately be held 
in Cyprus because “it is a neutral 
country'' so that the seminar will 
not be influenced by the atm- 
osphere of a non neutral cou- 
n try. Concerning the paper that he 
is going to submit to the seminar, 
Dr. Sha'ir said that it is about the 
constitutional and democratic life 
in Jordan from different pro- 
spectives, such as the dev- 
elopment of the parliamentary 
and judicial and press life. 

“I've reached the conclusion 
that the efforts to make the par- 
liamentary process succeed in 
Jordan are genuine and stem from 
the demographic, geographic and 
historical nature of Jordan,” he 
said.

Rossi-Longhi speaks on eve of Pertini visit 

Envoy: Italy admires 
Jordan’s constructive role

AMMAN — Italian President Sandro Pertini’s visit 
to Jordan, which is scheduled to begin Nov. 26, is a 
recognition of the role which Jordan has played in 
trying to find a peaceful solution of the Middle East 
problem, the Italian Ambassador to Jordan, Mar- 
quis Fabrizio Rossi-Longhi, said Tuesday. 


Speaking at a press conference 
In his residence about Mr. Per- 
tinTs three-day official visit to 
Jordan, the Italian ambassador 
said: “We have admired the con- 
structive role that His Majesty 
(King Hussein) has played in this 
direction (peace in the Middle 
East ) in his contacts abroad as well 
as that of his closest aides inc- 
luding His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan." 

The ambassador voiced his gov- 
ernment's support for the Ame- 
rican initiatives for peace in the 
Middle Easu “which we would 
have been happy to have seen fol- 
lowed up”. 

On Israeli settlement policy in 
the occupied Arab territories. Mr. 
Rossi-Longhi said that the Italian 
government has always been aga- 
inst the Israeli “persuit of this pol- 
icy and we feel that it does hinder 
the prospects of peaceful solution. 
It is a pity that we have not suc- 
ceeded in getting at least what the 
Americans have asked for. the 


freezing of the settlements.” 

Mr. Pertini twice postponed the 
visit to Jordan, the first time due to 
a government crisis in Rome and 
on the second occasion because it 
coincided with King Hussein's 
visit to the Far East. 

Mr. Pertini will be accompanied 
by the Italian foreign minister and 
high ranking government officials. 

According to the Italian amb- 
assador, Mr. Pertini has always 
had in mind this particular visit as 
an essential element in his man- 
date at the presidency. 

On Jordanian-Italian coo- 
peration, the ambassador said 
that, during the passed years, it 
had centred both in the social, 
economic and industrial fields. 

He also added that economic 
cooperation and Italian con- 
tribution to the Jordanian dev- 
elopment projects will be dis- 
cussed during the delegation's 
visit to Jordan. 

“ We deeply appreciate Jordan's 
policy of moderation which makes

it a sound country to invest in and 
a country whose balanced exa- 
mple we hope that others might 
follow”, the ambassador said. 

At present Italy is participating 
in two major projects in Jordan' 
One is the Aqaba Thermal Power 
Station where they are providing 
the turbines, and the second is in 
the South Cihor where the Italian 
firm Imprisil has begun phase one 
of an irrigation programme which, 
in the long run. may include un 
extension of the Jordan Valley 
towards south of the Dead Sea. ' 

“As far as future activities are 
concerned, we will continue to 
look with interest at all forms 
which might put greater value into 
Jordan's resources. be they agr- 
icultural. miremV or whatever.” 
the ambassadoislaid.

The Speddings have two sons, 
both at school in England. 


Tripoli civilians pay price of war 


TRIPOLI, Lebanon (R) — Hai- 
ihem Naim Nasser. 1 1. used to be 
athletic, his mother said by his 
hospital bed. 

Now the Palestinian boy has 
only one leg. 

A shell hit his home in the Nahr 
Al-Bared refugee camp northeast 
of here on Nov. 4. the second day 
of three weeks of clashes between 
Palestinian fighters. 

The shell wounded his brother 
in the arm and bleti the head off 
his four-year-old cousin. Hai- 
them's injuries were so severe that 
a surgeon had to amputate his leg 
and remove much of his intestines. 

Now. more than two weeks 
later, the brown-haired boy lay in 
a makeshift hospital run in a sch- 
ool building in Tripoli by the Pal- 
estinian Red Crescent Society in a 
school. 

On the pillow next to his head 
were a small red fire truck and a 


yellow racing car. He smiled. But 
because of a bladder infection, he 
screamed with pain when he tried 
to urinate. 

He and his mother were just 
told that the government of Nor- 
way would fly him to Oslo to have 
an artificial leg put on and be tra- 
ined to walk. 

The doctor who operated on 
him. Canadian Chris Giannou, 34. 
of Toronto, said Haithem was 
doubly lucky to be alive. 

He was taken pulseless to a hos- 
pital in the Baddawi refugee 
camp, some 12 kilometres from 
Nahr Al-Bared. In four hours 180 
wounded had already crowded the 
hospital, in which there were only 
two surgeons. 

A Swedish intensive care nurse 
pumped his chest and worked on 
him for two hours, to “breathe life 
into him.” said doctor Giannou. 

A boy his size normally has 


three litres of blood. But during 
the operation on his leg and int- 
estines. he was losing blood so fast 
he had to receive four litres, the 
doctor said. 

Haithem’ s family only moved to 
Nahr Al-Bared last year. They 
escaped the Shatila refugee camp 
in Beirut during a massacre of Pal- 
estinian civilians. 

After his operation, he was 
moved to Tripoli, thought at the 
lime to be safer than Baddawi. 

The boy was one of more than 
2.UUU wounded in the fighting, 
according to figures from the int- 
ernational committee of the Red 
Cross. His cousin was one of more 
than SOU killed. 

Two beds over from Haithem in 
the crowded hospital was 16- 
year-old Khoda Mahmood Awad. 
She was shot in the leg on Sunday 
at Nahr Al-Bared for dem- 


onstrating for Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat. 

Tie camp fell to Palestinians 
who are rebelling against Mr. Ara- 
faf s leadership with backing from 
Syria. But she. like thousands of 
others in refugee camps in the 
Arab World, did not agree with 
the dissidents. 

In a demonstration at the ent- 
rance to the camp: Khoda was car- 
rying a picture of Arafat. Sud- 
denly. a car drove up and shot her 
and 10 others, two of whom died, 
she said. 

The rebels and their guns have 
now reached the gates of Tripoli, a 
city of about 5UU.0UU civilians, 
many like Haithem and Khoda. 

It has already seen thousands of 
shells and rockets rain on the city 
and has endured years of internal 
strife. It awaits an uncertain fut- 
ure. 


Greeks believe Exocet 
sank their ship in Gulf 


Cyprus Greek Orthodox 
church starts campaign 


ATHENS (R) — A Greek shi- 
pping firm whose ship was sunk in 
the Gulf on Monday has con- 
cluded it must have been struck by 
a French-made Exocet missile, a 
senior source in the company said 
Wednesday. 

The source at Stravelakis Com- 
pany said the crew of the Ant- 
igone. sunk in the same area off 
the Iranian coast where Iraq said 
its air force had that day destroyed 
seven “enemy” ships, had sported 
the missile ' around eight kil- 
ometres away from the ship and 
said it seemed to be four to five 
metres long. 

The crew all escaped unhurt in a 

lifeboat. 

Tie missile was smoking as it 
struck the ship low in a hold, and 
made a tremendous impact. “The 
crewmen said it felt like an ear- 
thquake.” the source, who dec- 
lined to be identified further, 
added. “It must have been an 
Exocet.” he said. 

A huge explosion, which broke 
the 12.55w-ton bulk carrier in two, 
occurred five to 10 minutes after 
the missile struck, he added. By 
thi> time the crew were 500 metres 
away in the lifeboat 

The source said it had not been 
possible to be certain from the 
crew's account whether the missile 
was fired from land or from a 
plane. 

He said the crew compared 11 


Greeks, six Sri Lankans and two 
Indians. 

The attack occurred soon after 
the ship left the Iranian port of 
Bushehr on Monday morning for 
the oil centre of Bandar Khomeini 
with a cargo of steel. 

Iraq claimed about the same 
time to have struck seven 
“enemy" naval targets off nearby 
Kharg Island. 

A company spokesman said 
Tuesday night he thought some 
other merchant ships, but no Ira- 
nian navy ships, were struck in the 
same attack. 

1 missing 
in Abu Dhabi 
chopper crash 

ABLI DHABI (R) — One man 
was still missing Wednesday after 
a police helicopter with four peo- 
ple aboard crashed into the sea 
shortly after takeoff from Abu 
Dhabi airport Tuesday night, an 
interior ministry spokesman said. 

The other three men, including 
the oom mander of the interior 
minis try's air unit, Maj. Khalifa 
Rashid, were rescued by a boat 
which happened to be near the 
scene of the crash, northeast of the 
airport, the spokesman said. They 
suffered only slight injuries. 


NICOSIA (Ri — Cyprus' Greek 
Orthodox church has launched a 
campaign to raise funds for def- 
ence in reaction to last week's dec- 
laration of independence by Tur- 
kish Cypriots. 

Tie church’s archbishopric said 
in a statement the holy synod, its 
supreme governing body, would 
start the campaign to raise extra 
finance for the Greek Cypriot nat- 
ional guard with a donation of 
lUU.UUd Cyprus pounds 
(S2UU.nl JO). . . 

It said the decision was taken at- 
a meeting of the holy synod Tue- 
sday, chaired by Archbishop Chr- 
ysostomos who succeeded the late 
President Archbishop Makarios 
as head of the independent Cyp- 
rus church. 

Church sources said the defence 
fund would parallel a similar move 
in the U.S. where the Greek On- 
hodox archbishopric of the Ame- 
ricas and three other Greek- 
American organisations have dec- 
ided to pool resources to raise 
funds for the Greek lobby cam- 
paign for Cyprus. 

The Greek Orthodox Church in 
the U.S. gave a first instalment of 
SlUO.UUO to the lobby fund, they 
said. 

The church-backed campaign in 
Cyprus follows press reports of 
schoolchildren and individuals 


making donations to the ministry 
of interior and defence for the nat- 
ional guard. 

The R.OUU-strong national 
guard consists mostly of conscripts 
who serve a compulsory two years. 
Each soldier is paid only eight 
pounds ( S 1 6 ) a month during that 
time. 

It was placed on a low level of 
alert following last week’s dec- 
laration of independence by Tur- 
kish Cypriot leader Rauf Den- 
ktash, but there has been little ind- 
ication of unusual military activity 
or tension on the island. 

The government has rejected 
.the use of force as a means to solve 
the Cyprus problem and has been 
careful to avoid any confrontation 
on the “green line” dividing Cyp- 
rus. 

The official Cyprus Gazette 
Tuesday banned game shooting in 
villages close to what it called “ the 
confrontation line” to avoid mis- 
understandings over gunfire in 
sensitive areas. 

China on Cyprus issue 

PEKING (R) — China indicated 
Wednesday that it disapproved of' 
the recent declaration of a Turkish 
republic of north Cyprus and cal- 
led for a negotiated solution to the 
island's problems. 


Weinberger alleges Syrian, 
Iranian role in Beirut attack

WASHINGTON (R) — Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger said 
the bomb attack against U.S. Mar- 
ines in Beirut on Oct. 23 was car- 
ried out by Iranians and aut- 
horised by the Syrian government. 

It was the most direct acc- 
usation by a senior Reagan adm- 
inistration official linking Syria to 
the attack on the Marine hea- 
dquarters which killed 239 peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Weinberger Tuesday told a 
press conference: “We have a pre- 
tty good idea of the general route 
from which they came, and as 1 
said ... they were basically Ira- 
nians, with the sponsorship, kno- 
wledge and authority of the Syrian 
government.” 

In response to a question, how- 
ever, be declined to call the suicide 
truck bombing an “act of war” by 
Syria. 

Previous U.S. statements on the 
bombing, in which a truck laden 
with explosives was driven into 
Marine headquarters at Beirut 
airport, said Syria bore some res- 
ponsibility because the truck came 
from behind Syrian lines.

French 155mm 
gun en route

PARIS (R) — France is sending a 
ship with a 155mm artillery piece 
to its contingent of the mul- 
tinational Peace Force in Leb- 
anon, informed sources said Tue- 
sday night. 

Tie ship, which left the sou- 
thern port of Toulon Monday 
night, carries a self-propelled 
5-gun piece mounted on a tank 
base. It is expected to be delivered 
by the end of the week. 

It has a 15-2(1 kilometre range 
and will give the French con- 
tingent a longer reach if required, 
the sources added. Until now. the 
French contingent had only light 
anti-tank guns and was unable to 
respond to artillery bombings. 

In September, French positions 
and buildings in Beirut were under 
fire from unidentified batteries. 
On Sept. 22. French Super- 
Etendard fighter-bombers from 
the Foch carrier attacked artillery 
batteries in an area controlled by 
Syrian troops.

Turkey’s new parliament 
to be sworn in today 


ANKARA iR) — Turkey's first 
elected parliament since the 1980 
military coup convenes Thursday, 
but a new government due to be. 
headed by former economy, chief 
Turgut Ozal may not take office 
for at least another 1U days. 

The 399 members successful in 
the Nov. 6 general election — inc- 
luding 21 1 from Mr. OzaTs con- 
servative Motherland Party — will 
assemble at parliament in the cen- 
tre of Ankara for swearing-in cer- 
emonies in mid-afternoon. 

Officials say they are expected 
then tip adjourn until Dec. 4 when 
they will return to elect a speaker 
and parliamentary officers. 

Although official sources say 
present Prime Minister Bulend 
UJusu wiU hand in his resignation 
to President Kenan Evren Thu- 
rsday, Mr. Ozal is unlikely to take 
over immediately. 


According to the constitution, 
he cannot be called on to form a 
government until after the spe- 
aker and his officers are app- 
ointed, leading to a delay of at 
leasLa month after the elections in 
establishing the new- adm- 
inistration. 

But the gap has been criticised 
as being too long and Mr. Ozal has - 
said he hopes to reduce it. 

“I believe it will be possible to 
reduce this period. That is all I.can 
say. There is a possibility.’" the 
prospective prime minister told 
reporters after seeing Gen. Evren 
Tuesday. 

Newspaper columnist and Mot- 
herland Party sources have cri- 
ticised the delay in establishing the 
new government, during which 
major foreign and domestic issues 
have arisen which Mr. Ozal has 
had no say in.

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Tripoli’s misty step 

ACCORDING TO reports from Tripoli. Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO l Chairman Yasser Arafat has agreed in 
principle to a package of Sau di-Syrian proposals to end the 
fighting in north Lebanon. Ahmad Abdul Rahman, the chief 
spokesman for Arafat, told reporters Wednesday that the pac- 
kage included a ceasefire, the withdrawal of all Palestinian 
fighters from northern Lebanon and an agreement to save the 
unity of the PLO by dialogue. But Ahmad Jibril, leader of the 
Syrian-backed assault against the Arafat loyalists, ruled out 
negotiations with the PLO chairman and stressed that he has 
turned down all mediation attempts with the “traitor ... who 
should account for his deviationism and questionable ten- 
dencies'*. 

Whereas Jibril’s attitude is all too characteristic of the man 
and his practices, and a clear sign that he and his backers are 
bent on taking their enmity towards Arafat to the bitter end, 
the PLO chairman's agreement “in principle** on the 
“Saudi-Syrian** package is deliberately vague. The loyalists 
are not in a strong enough position to dictate terms to either the 
Syrians or their opponents, and it is thus possible and und- 
erstandable that Arafat would say “yes*’ to pulling out totally 
from Tripoli. There is no question that his opponents will not 
do the same, but Arafat is too wise to object. The maximum 
that he could obtain under the circumstances, it seems, is to 
insist upon guarantees for the protection of his Muslim allies in 
Tripoli once his men withdrew from the city. 

The reference in the package to an agreement to save the 
unity of the PLO by dialogue, after the Pales tinian lighters 
have pulled out of northern Lebanon, is perhaps what matters 
most. Arafat would take his men anywhere in order to save 
them from the Syrians, but he would want his organisation to 
remain intact in return. If this is going to be the case, then there 
is no wonder they are calling the envisaged Syrian- PLO agr- 
eement a package. 

It is not that a Syrian-Palestinian agreement of this sort is 
good or bad. for Syria or the PLO, or that its implications are 
difficult to assess at this stage. It is whether such a deal exists or 
can be implemented that is not exactly clear. 

We will have to wait and see. 

ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra'i: Evil and criminal intentions 


W ITH THE arrival in Damascus of Saudi Arabian Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al Faisal and a mission from the Non-Aligned Mov- 
ement. the Syrians found themselves in direct confrontation with the 
mediation efforts that seek to end the tragic events in Tripoli. The 
Syrians had gone back on their earlier promises given to a delegation 
from the Gulf Cooperation Council not to interfere in the inter- 
Palestinian conflict in Lebanon. It is strange to see the Syrians still 
insisting that they are not taking part in the conflict when their tanks 
and artillery have been seen pounding PLO positions in Tripoli and 
the neighbouring refugee camps. The denial, which came at a lime 
when Damascus is receiving mediation efforts, reflects the Syrian 
regime's evil intentions and its determination to foil all peace bids to 
end the massacre. 

In addition, the Syrians have been launching theirown propaganda 
campaigns on radio, television and through the press against Arafat 
.and his leadership, and in support of the PLO dissidents as they help 
them in their onslaught against the PLO loyalists and the refugee 
camps. On previous occasions, the Syrian regime had denounced 
these peace missions as part of an imperialist plot against them, and 
now we wonder what Damascus would call the Cubans, the Indians 
and the Yugoslavs as well as the Saudi Arabians who are involved in 
the peace efforts. It seems that the Syrian regime is exposing its evil 
and criminal intentions to the world not only by undermining the 
peace efforts but also by pursuing its campaign to destroy the PLO 
and its leader Yasser Arafat. 

Al Dustour: Unsurpassed barbarism 

THE ARABS found themselves helpless in the face of Israel's inv- 
asion of Lebanon last year nor could they do anything against about 
its warof genocide against the Palestinian refugees in their camps and 
in southern Lebanon. But definitely they have no excuse now for not 
interfering to stop the bloody events and the massacres in Lebanon 
‘committed by Arab regimes against the Palestinians, in this respect, 
we warmly welcome the statement Tuesday of Saudi Crown Prince 
Abdullah Ibn Abdul Aziz who launched a scathing attack on Pales 
tinian rebels in an interview published in Kuwait. 

That statement is significant not only because if d isplays an Arab 
country's opposition to the acts of genocide by dissidents and their 
supporters but also because it bears weight as it comes from baudi 
Arabia which wields a wide sphere of influence in the Arab World. 
The massacres have reached unprecedented proportions, and the 
killing of women and children in their camps can be described as the 
most barbaric act by Arabs against their kinsmen in modem history. 

Sawt Al Shaab : Damascus or Arafat 

THE SIEGE imposed on Tripoli now reminds us of that imposed on 
Beirut a year ago. The same man Arafat is being besieged with his 
forces in Tripoli defending the Palestinians and their legitimate lea- 
dership exactly as he did when he put up stiff resistance in Beirut 
against the Israeli invasion. Last year’s events ended up with the 
departure of Arafat and his men from Lebanon which the Israelis 
agreed to not as a show of magnanimity but because they had failed to 
achieve their objectives. The Syrians, however, are determined to 
destroy the PLO leadership but they are in addition demanding 
Arafat's head. 

The Syrians are reported to have told the Saudi mediators that they 
have to choose between Damascus and Arafar. This reply from 
Damascus to a peace mission's efforts can only mean one thing, that 
the Syrians are determined to fight it out with Arafat to the end. 
Because Arafat did not succumb to their demands nor did he accept 
to become a stooge of the Syrians. Damascus wants to impose its 
hegemony over the PLO and its fighters, to have them as a tool to 
cariy outfits evil desires in the Arab World. Arafat has refused this 
role and he is now being made to pay the price. The Arabs should not 
allow Syria to destroy the PLO leadership and the Palestinian cause 
to achieve its own objectives.

The ‘invisible hand’ 


IT IS often said in democratic 
countries that there is an urg- 
ent need for parliamentary ref- 
orms. Most notable among 
these is the grow ing and more 
daring calls for abolishing the 
House of Lords in the United 
Kingdom and or replacing it 
with an elected one. Another 
call in the United States urges 
the reconsideration of the sen- 
ators' qualifications before and 
after they are elected. 

The second proposal merits 
attention. In the latter part of 
the l^th century, when the 
U.S. constitution and articles 


of agreement were composed, 
ideas of liberty and freedom 
were prevalent. It was assured 
that the general public or the 
majority cannot go wrong in 
electing a public official or a 
legislator. Thus, there is no art- 
icle in the U.S. constitution 
which puts restrictions or imp- 
oses any prequalifications on 
senators. 

The philosophy, of course, 
rests on the idea’ proposed by 
Adam Smith, the father of 
modem economics, who wrote 
in 1876 about \heinvisibbland. 


If we allow each individual to 
pursue freely his selfish int- 
erests. the outcome will be. 
thanks to the invisible hand, a 
realisation of the good for all 
individuals. In other words, the 
free choice if exercised pro- 
perly produces the optimal 
results in economics and pol- 
itics. 

In these days, the an of man- 
ipulating public opinion and 
influencing individual pre- 
ferences has reached limits 
unthinkable to the late U.S. 
Presidents Jefferson. Franklin, 
Adams and other founders of 


American Democracy. How 
would they have known that 
television can convince people 
to eat ice cream in winter? How 
could they have known that 
there is the full-piedgeei of 
make-believe? What would 
they have thought of a public 
official spending more than 
two hours in front of a mirror 
for a make-up job before pos- 
ing in front of TV cameras? 

Moreover, most senators are 
armed with a team of advisers 
and experts. They instruct and 
control every gesture, word 
and movement a senator 


makes. They id! him what to 
answer, and what questions to 
raise in a senatorial committee 
hearings. 

If senators are now legal per- 
sons, or companies, that rep- 
resent a certain vested interest, 
then what has happened to the 
lofty ideas of the freedom and 
liberty seekers? Is this the opt- 
imal public choice they sought? 

Most of the important dec- 
isions concerning world peace, 
security and welfare are han- 
dled by senators. They are the 
ledson d'etre explaining why the* 


USA did this or would not do 
that? Everybody is supposed to 
accept that on the grounds that 
senators represent the opinion 
of America. 

If the "invisible hand” pri- 
nciple is not working anymore 
in economics, it is not working 
in politics. It is a principle 
which can be useful for abs- 
traction, but in real life, it is not 
even an approximation. 

It may prove good for the 
USA and the world, if U.S. 
senators enjoy more kno- 
wledge and courage beside 
publicly-manipulated support 



Cyprus: Increasing possibility 
of Greek-Turkish showdown

ATHENS — The Turkish- 
C'ypriot proclamation of ind- 
ependence in northern Cyprus has 
infuriated Greece and increased 
the possibility of a showdown with 
Turkey. 

The’ new crisis in Greek- 
Turkish relations is also expected 
to show the two-year-old Socialist 
government in Athens who its real 
friends are in the world. 

Turkey is the only country that 
has officially recognised the new 
state declared by Turkish -Cypriot 
leader Rauf Denktash last week. 

Cyprus, a Mediterranean island 
of 6UUJJUU people, roughly four 
ethnic Greeks to one ethnic Turk, 
has been a bone of contention 
between Greece and Turkey for at 
least three decades. 

An independent sovereign nat- 
ion since I960. Cyprus has never 
been free from intercommunal 
tension and violence, with Greece 
and Turkey backing their ethnic 
groups on the island. 

The two countries came to the 
brink of war in 1974. when Turkey 
sent troops to occupy northern 
Cyprus, claiming that a Greek- 


backed coup attempt threatened 
the constitutional rights of the 
minority Turkish-Cypriots. 

All diplomatic contacts bet- 
ween Athens and Ankara over the 
Cyprus problem and other pen- 
ding issues have been frozen. 

Greek officials have hinted that 
Athens could go as far as severing 
diplomatic relations with Turkey 
if the tension persists and Turkey 
continues to back the newly- 
proclaimed state in Cyprus. 

Greece described the 
Turkish-Cypriot state a "pseudo- 
state". an illegal creation of what 
it called "armed aggression” nine 
years ago. 

A U.N. Security Council res- 
olution ruled that the est- 
ablishment of the new state was 
invalid and asked the Turkish- 
Cypriots to withdraw the dec- 
laration of independence. 

Greece has started calling up 
some classes of army reservists in 
the framework of long-planned 
exercises and has sent warships on 
manoeuvres in the Aegean Sea. 

Few observers in Athens bel- 
ieve Turkey will back down from 
its support of the Turkish- 
Cypriot state. 

Some diplomats here, however, 
believe Turkey could be using the 


issue as a bargaining card to get 
some major concessions, perhaps 
more U.S. military and economic 
aid. in return for a backdown in 
Cyprus. 

Greek Prime Minister Andreas 
Papandreou warned of "serious 
consequences” for the region after 
Turkey speedily recognised the 
new state. 

The fresh Greek-Turkish ten- 
sion over Cyprus is just the latest 
in a long series of disputes that 
have repeatedly threatened the 
cohesion of the south-eastern 
flank of NATO of which Greece 
and Turkey are members. 

The complex disputes include 
airspace control and territorial 
rights in the Aegean, the exp- 
loration of the Aegean Con- 
tinental Shelf and the treatment of 
minorities in Greek Thrace and 
Istanbul. 

These differences have alrady 
held up the establishment of a 
NATO headquarters in Larisa, 
central Greece, similar to that now 
operating in Izmir. Turkey. 

Greece refuses to set up the 
command saying that NATO sho- 
uld first dfefine air traffic control 
responsibilities in the Aegean 
area. 

It also refused to take part in 


NATO manoeuvres in the Aegean 
because the alliances did not inc- 
lude the Aegean island of Lemnos 
in the exercises. Greece said this 
was the result of pressure by Tur- 
key which argues that int- 
ernational treaties forbid the isl- 
and’s militarisation. 

In the two years it has been in 
power. Mr. Papandreou's Socialist 
government has pursued a vocally 
anti-Western foreign policy, while 
wooing the Eastern bloc and the 
Arab countries at the same time. 

It refused to endorse Western 
sanctions on Poland, blocked a 
European Community decision to 
condemn the Soviet downing of a 
South Korean airliner, and opp- 
osed the deployment of new U.S. 
nuclear missies in Europe. 

Political observers say it is too 
early to tell if the Cyprus crisis will 
shift Mr. Papandreou's foreign 
policy orientation back to the 
West. 

The United States' prompt 
denunciation of the Turkish- 
Cypriot decision may help imp- 
rove Greek-U.S. relations ruffled 
by issues including Greece's role 
in NATO, the furure of American 
military bases in Greece and the 
deployment of U.S. missiles in 
Europe. 



Halfway UNESCO decision on communications

PARIS — The Soviet Union and 
the United States made major 
concessions at the end of a United 
Natioas Educational . Scientific 
and Cultural Organisation < UNE- 
SCO] , communications debate 
recently that many participants 
agreed was largely free of the pol- 
emics that had characterised dis- 
cussions on the issue for nearly 10 
years. 

The actions followed a week of 
difficult negotiations at the UNE- 
SCO which it became clear that no 
agreements could be reached on 
Soviet and U.S. resolutions. 

The withdrawal of the res- 
olutions as well as one by East 
Germany made it possible for a 
UNESCO commission to approve 
by consensus a communication 
programme for 1 JMM-X5 drawn up 
by Director-General Amadou 
Mahtar M' Bow and his staff. 

The programme is to be sub- 
mitted to a plenary session of 
UNESCO’s General Conference, 
where approval is considered cer- 
tain. The Soviets agreed to wit- 
hdraw a resolution* that would 
have put new curbs on press fre- 
edom and included a call for 
UNESCO to draw up a blacklist of 
media organisations whose rep- 
orting has violated guidelines that 
the organisation laid down in 
1978. 

The U.S. resolutions that were 
withdrawn dealt with jamming 
radio broadcasts and with the lin- 
kage between free flow of inf- 
ormation and fundamental human 
freedoms. 

The East German proposal 
covered contributions that jou- 
rnalists can make to form public 
opinion on issues such as nuclear 
war and disarmament. 


"We may have reached the 
point where UNESCO can handle 
communications issues without 
the tension that has been there 
since 1976.” said Leonard Sus- 
sman, a U.S. delegate. "We went 
from damage limitation to getting 
some of our own ideas in the pro- 
gramme. and not just us but others 
l Western nations) as well.” 

Representatives of Western 
media groups were not as opt- 
imistic. pointing out that there 
were still phrases in the doc- 
uments that could lead to codes of 
conduct for journalists, protection 
of journalists and attempts to def- 
ine a new "right to communicate.” 

They expressed concern about 
another UNESCO commission 
that was considering codes for all 
transnational organisations within 
U N ESCO‘ s sphere of activities. In 
UNESCO debates, ''tra- 
nsnational*' usually means the 
major international news age- 
ncies, but it also could cover com- 
mercial, cultural or scientific gro- 
ups. 

Gerard Boila. UNESCO's ass- 
istant director-general for com- 
munications. welcomed the tone 


of the debate, nothing that it did 
not focus solely on news agencies 
and newspapers. 

“If I underline the fact that 
books, radio, television and film 
received the attention they des- 
erve during the debate, it is bec- 
ause too often these discussions 
have focused on the press and jou- 
rnalists,” Mr. Boila said. 

Britain succeeded in having inc- 
luded in the draft a recognition of 
the idea that a new world inf- 
ormation and communication 
order is an evolving and con- 
tinuing process and not a concept 
that has to be imposed imm- 
ediately. 

The British also succeeded in 
making it clear that UNESCO was 
not "striving to bring about this 
order." as the original language 
said, but simply “charged with 
exploring” it. 

The director-general and a 
loose coalition of Soviet and some 
Third World nations that support 
the proposed order say they want 
to rectify an imbalance in the flow 


of news. They maintain this flow is 
dominated by Western-based 
media, whose values do not always 
serve the nee vis and interests of 
less-developed nations. 

But Western nations and media 
organisations are concerned the 
new order could lead to an end to 
freedom of the press as undestood 
in the West and increasing gov- 
ernment control over news and 
journalists.

Unfortunately, the Jerusalem- 
based school was taken over with all the other institutions in the 
occupied Arab territories by the usurpers of Palestine. Mr. Hinker 
and his colleagues, now in Amman, are loving parents to hundreds 
of needy boys, many of whom are trained in their trade classes.

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Haniyye: in Israel democracy stops at the Green Line 


‘Long live the Palestinian pens that express the justice of our Pal- 
estinian cause/ reads a poster carried bya group from the Association 
of Arab journalists in the occupied territories. The association, led by 
Mr. Akram Hamyye,.editor of east JerusalnCs daily newspaper , Al 
Sha’db, aims to defend West Bank journalists’ rights, often threatened 
by heavy hand of the Israeli censor. Mr. Haniyye, 30, is a former 
member of the now outlawed National Guidance Committee. He spent 
three-and-a-half years under town arrest and 31 days in jail, for what 
he calls “ political revenge.” During his arrest, Mr. Haniyye mai- 
ntained his position as editor ofAI-Sh’ab, working out of Ramailah 
instead of the newspapers east Jerusalem headquarters. Mr. Haniyye 
was bom in Ramailah, studied at the Uruversity of Cairo, worked in 
Amman for three years at the Jordanian Al Sha'ab, and was also 
‘correspondent for the Kuwaiti Al Watan. In 1978 he returned to 
Jerusalem and started to work for Al Sha'ab, where he rose to the 
position of chief editor two years later . Press censorship and limits on 
circulation of some Palestinian journals are among the restrictions 
which Mr. Haniyye says ' the Israeli authorities are using to try to 
eliminate the Palestinian press in the territories. Nevertheless, three 
dailies, and severed weekly and bi-weekly magazines manage to rolloff 
east Jerusalem presses more or less regularly. Mr. Haniyye' s daily Al 
Sha’ab was fast published in Jerusalem in 1972. Its headlines gen- 
erally cover Palestinian affairs inride the territories and abroad. Local 
news, Arab and international news, investigative articles, editorials , 
sports and a great deal of translation from tire Hebrew newspapers fill 
Al Sha'ab’ s six pages. Al Sha’ab has a circulation of approximately 
5, 000, competitive with the other two Palestinian dailies. Each issue is 
typically passed on to another 15-20 friends, relatives and students. 
Correspondent Jennifer Prey of the Cyprus-based Middle East Times 
spoke recently to Mr. Haniyye at his east Jerusalem office about the 
difficulties faring Palestinian journalists.

Do 
you see the aims of Al Sha'abjmd 
the other Palestinian papers as 
directed along the same lines? 

A: Of course we want our new- 
spapers to express the hopes and 
dreams of the Palestinian people. 
We want to demonstrate our int- 
erest in having a state, and publish 
opinions which speak to these iss- 
ues. But the Israelis view this as 
‘incitement,'’ which is not our int- 
ention at all, and impose cen- 
sorship and other restrictions. 

Q: What censorship rules do the 
Israeli authorities impose? 

A: The Israeli power to censor, 
without giving us an explanation, 
is based primarily on the Eme- 
rgency Defence Laws issued by 
the British mandate authorities in 
Palestine in 1945. Back then, 
when the British used it against 
the Jews, Menachem Begin called 
it fascism. 

They also ban many of our pap- 
ers from being distributed in the 
West Bank and Gaza, which is 
slowly killing us. 

Q: How is the actual process of 
censorship carried out on a daily 
basis? 

A: First of all. we must follow 
the directive from the chief censor 
which warns that, “anything which 
can see the sun” must be sent to 
him. This includes cartoons, sports 
and advertisements. 

We begin to put the paper tog- 
ether at 7:00 p.m., sending two 
copies of each article with our dri- 
ver to the government press centre 
to be checked. By 8:30 or 9.00 we 
receive back the first parcel and 
send another. This continues thr- 
oughout the evening, until about 
midnight. 

Q: On a typical night, what per- 
centage of your copy is censored. 


and what can you do in recourse? 
Are you able to appeal to the chief 
censor? 

A: There is no typical night. It 
all depends on the mood of the 
censor. If he has quarrelled with 
his wife, .we're in for a bad night. 

Generally though, they con- 
centrate on anything dealing with 
Palestinian affairs, especially in 
the West Bank and Gaza, and any- 
thing which exposes Israeli mea- 
sures taken against our people. All 
this »dll be cut immediately. 

This amounts to about 3-4 col- 
umns regularly, and up to six on a 
bad night. 

We can call the chief censor to 
appeal our case, but if s difficult to 
call him at home at midnight, and 
usually he says “come in tom- 
orrow.” By then it’s loo late. 

Q: What is the impact of the 
censorship on your newspapers 
and readers? 

A: It is very bad. We lose our 
credibility among our people. 
We 1 re not allowed to show a blank 
space where the censor has cut. so 
we must fill it with trivial news like 
whether or not Lady Diana is pre- 
gnant 

The Mosque of Aksa is just 5U0 
metres from our office, but we 
can't report on a demonstration 
there. We must cal J one of the Isr- 
aeli journalists, tip. him off, and 
reprint his story the next day. Only 
since 1979 are" we allowed to rep- 
rint articles' already appearing in 
the Hebrew press, without the' 
scrutiny of the censor. 

Q: But even under these con- 
ditions can you get around cen- 
sorship and manage to print most 
things that are important? 

A: No, of course not. We have 
some ways of manoeuvring, but 
always within a very narrow mar- 
gin. Plus the news we finally get is 
24 hours late, and represented 


through Israeli eyes. 

It is also very depressing being 
forced to rely on Israeli jou- 
rnalists. Like any newspapermen, 
we want to get a scoop. But even 
when we have the best leads, we 
must give it to Israel radio. TV or 
the papers. One of the Israeli jou- 
rnalists said to me recently half- 
jokingly that he would have to 
share his salary with me. 

Q: The Hebrew press is often 
accused by Israelis of being too 
leftist -and critical of the Israeli 
government. If this is so, Td ima- 
gine that a good number of Israeli 
journalists would rally to your 
cause. 

A: No. Our experience with the 
Israeli press has been depressing. 
As individuals some have stood up 
for us. But the newspapers as a 
whole often try to incite the Israeli 
public against us by claiming we 
are financed by the PLO. Of cou- 
rse this is ridiculous. 

When I was arrested by the aut- 
horities along with two other edi- 
tors. no one spoke up to let the 
public know that three journalists 
were being prevented from wor- 
king. No one thought it their duty 
to show solidarity with us. They 
care about Anatoli Shcharansky’s 
grandmother, but not about us. 

Finally, just two months before 
our ban was lifted, we were visited 
by a group of Israeli journalists. 

Q: Could you compare the press 
situation in the occupied ter- 
ritories with that in other- Arab 
countries? 

A: The Arab world press never 
claimed to be free. It is no secret 
that the Syrian. Iraqi and Algerian 
papers are all govern mem -owned. 
Israel, on the other hand, claims to 
have a free press. But in Israel. 
democracy stops a i the Green 
Line. 

There is no such thing as rel- 


ative freedom. There is only fre- 
edom, and the lack of it or res- 
trictions. 

It is better for the Israelis to 
have harsh censorship than to 
deny us licences or close the new- 
spapers completely. In this way. 
their image stays less tarnished, 
while we lose credibility among 
our readers. 

Q: At a time when Palestinians 
are under occupation, are without 
rights and national homeland, 
encouraging and maintaining a 
semblance of national unity would 
seem to be lop priority. If so. how 
do you deal with internal conflicts 
such as the rift within Fatah, and, 
closer to home, imer-factionai cla- 
shes between nationalists and. for 
example. Muslim fundamentalists 
in West Bank universities? Does 
the Palestinian press encourage 
journalists to report and edi- 
torialise freely on this type of 
issue, or are there areas of self- 
censorship? 

A: We always try to report the 
news fairly and objectively, but 
without aggravating the dif- 
ferences. 

As for the split in Fatah, op- 
position was clear from the beg- 
inning. We always said that we are 
against external Arab int- 
ervention in Palestinian affairs, 
and stand in support of a unified 
PLO. 

Q: Do you hold any other pol- 
itical views which might be ref- 
lected in Al Sha'ab? 

A: I want a Palestinian state led 
by the PLO as the sole rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple. This is our top priority. Other 
questions, such as the possibility 
of an association with Jordan, can 
be discussed after the est- 
ablishment of our state. 

I'm not asking for something 
too big or unthinkable, just a state.

The new way of presenting the news mi television is good, and here 
I am talking about those small frames that appear on the side of the 
screen simultaneously as the announcement is made. Yes, this idea 
Is good because it nukes the news more dynamic. 

The same applies to the weather forecast. Nowadays we are 
entitled to a more colourful one regarding the temperatures in 

different parts of the Kingdom, instead of the simple enumeration 

of towns and temperatures, now we see slides representing 
Amman, the mountains, the desert and Aqaba. 

Yes, I trndy believe that this new way is by Ear more lively than 
the other. 

However I still have some reservations concerning the slides that 

accompany the news. Sometimes these are not very explicit and one 
bas the impression that some are presented just because the pre- 
senters have no idea what to put. Following are two examples that I 
found quite astonishing. 

W hile the announcer was introducing a new invention in the 
medical field, I saw on the upper left corner of the screen a slide 
representing a... bed; and one that really looked like a hospital bed 
but it has no apparent relation to that invention. 

You have got to admit, however, that the idea is far fetched. It 
seems that the film that should have accompanied this information 
and which was shown during the following news broadcast was not 
available for the eight O’clock news. 

Another example is that about an information concerning a 
telephone conversation between two heads of state. What was the 
slide we saw? The photos of the heads of state in question? Of 
coarse not. This would have been too easy. No, it was a telephone, 
beautifhi, square and classical, that was shown instead.

Poland criticises U.S. restrictions \ 


GENEVA (Rj — Poland said Tuesday the continued U.S. sus- 
pension of the country’s Most Favoured Nation (MFN| trade 
status was disrupting jts economy and harming its capacity to 
service its foreign debL Mr. Janusz Kaczurba. saicf exports of 
textiles, clothing, metal products and chemicals had suffered most 
following Washington's move. .vlr. Kaczurba said America's act- 
ion was contrary to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) guidelines to refrain from taking trade measures for 
non-economical reasons. 

GATT sets up trade study group 

GENEVA tR) — The world trade body GATT said Tuesday it 
had invited an independent panel of seven experts to examine 
problems affecting the international trading system and report on 
how they might be overcome. GATT, which regulates world 
trade, said in a statement the experts would be asked to rec- 
ommend ways of ensuring a more efficient safeguard system to 
underline trade liberalisation and avoid the proliferation of res- 
trictive measures. 

Officials meet on safety measures 

DOHA ( R) — Executives of 30 Middle East and international oil 
companies held talks here on measures to ensure the safety of 
transporting oil. gas and petrochemicals by sea. delegates said 
Wednesday. They said the conference agreed on the need for an 
exchange of data on below-standard vessels using Gulf ports 
“which could cause pollution risks in the Gulf region." 

Quito to mine gypsum, phosphates 

QUITO tOPECNA) -• The ministry of natural resources and 
energy is to explore for gypsum and phosphates to meet the 
growing needs of the national construction and fertilizer ind- 
ustries. The National Development Council has described the 
$4.12 million project, which is part of the current five-year plan 
(1979-84), as a “priority ". 

Dubai bank declared safe, strong 

DUBAI (R) — The Union Bank of the Middle East Tuesday 
confirmed it had received financial support from the Dubai aut- 
horities but said it was sound and would continue to operate 
normally. The bank's new four-man board of directors, appointed 
by government decree, said in a statement: "the board assures its 
clients the bank is safe, strong and solid and will continue to 
perform its operations normally." 

Japan unwilling to lend to Oman 

TOKYO (R) — Japan said Tuesday it would be unable to gram 
official loans to helpfinance development projects in Oman, but 
raised the possibility of providing export credits instead. Mr. Said 
Ahmad Al Shanfari had asked for Japan's economic cooperation 
in development projects including an irrigation programme in 
talks with International Trade and Industry Minister Sosuke Uno. 
Japanese officials said. Mr. Uno said Japan would be unable to 
extend concessional official loans to a country with as high a per 
capita income as Oman, the officials said. 

Pakistan, S. Korea hold talks 


SEOUL t K.| — Pakistan and South Korea began talks here Wed- 
nesday aimed at boosting trade and economic cooperation. Pak- 
istan is asking Sourh Korea to help rectify the lopsided trade 
favouring this country and to provide cooperation in agricultural 
and other development projects, they said. The Korean side is 
proposing technical exchanges and Korean participation in Pak- 
istani projects, including construction. South Korea last year exp- 
orted Slu6 million worth of cement, textiles, steel products, paper 
and oiher.items to Pakistan while importing SIX million of Pak- 
istani products including fuel oil, raw cotton and hides. 


Thatcher tells Commonwealth: 
No magic formula for economy 


NEW DELHI (R) — Britain warned Com- 
monwealth leaders bluntly Wednesday that the West 
has no “magic formula 9 ' to overcome the Third 
World's deepening economic problems. 


Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher indicated she would resist 
widespread pressure aL a 4S- 
nation Commonwealth summit 
for a new international conference 
on monetary policies. 

“1 do not believe that the cre- 
ation of new international ins- 
titutions will solve our dif- 
ficulties." Mrs. Thatcher said. 

“It is tempting to think... there 
ought to be some grand design, 
some magic formula which would 
transform world trade and satisfy 
the aspirations of those we rep- 
resent. in our complex and untidy 
world, no such tidy solution exists, 
either internationally or at 
home." 

Mrs. Thatcher's warning was 
delivered in a keynote speech to 
13 presidents. 21 prime ministers 
and other senior officials at the 
opening ceremony of the seven- 
day-long summit. 

Third World delegates said 
they would not be diverted from 
demands that the Commonwealth 
should work towards holding the 
first world monetary conference 
since the end of the v\ orld Vv aril. 

A 1944 meeting at Bretton 
\\ oods. New Hampshire, laid the 


basis for monetary policies .that 
are still in force, but Third World 
leaders say it was dominated by 
the big monetary powers. 

Mrs. Thatcher said there was no 
way of reverting to the fixed exc- 
hange rates set at Brenon Woods 
and later abandoned. Third World 
raw material suppliers favour ste- 
ady currency rates. 

.Mrs. Thatcher said existing fin- 
ancial institutions such as the int- 
ernational Monetary Fund, the 
World Bank and the 'General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
iIjATI'j could be “further ada- 
pted and developed”. 5he did not 
elaborate. 

British officials said Mrs. Tha- 
tcher had no specific formula to 
advance on improving the present 
financial bodies.

Western creditors agree 
to reschedule Brazil’s debt 


PARIS iRj western creditor 
nations W ednesday agreed to give 
Brazil until the end of 19X4 to 
repay some of its official debt. 
Brazilian Finance Minister Em- 
jme Galveas said. 

vlr. Galveas declined to give 
details of the terms of the agr- 
eement after a two-day meeting 
between brazil and its creditors 
but sources close to the Brazilian 
delegation said it covered $2.3 bil- 
lion of official debt. 

The rescheduling agreement 
forms pari of a major refinancing 
package for Brazil, the developing 
world's biggest debtor, which 
owes s9i» billion to foreign cre- 
ditors. 

Brazil s debts to other gov- 
ernments total about NX billion. 

Commercial banks are expected 
to provide Brazil with about $b 
billion in loans and the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund ilMFt 
Tuesday night approved a com- 
plex economic programme for 
Brazil, allowing it ro receive Joans 
totalling M.2 billion. 

The IMF agreement allows 
Brazil to resume drawing on a x5 
billion loan package approved last 
March, which was frozen when the 
country was unable to meet the 
conditions of the programme.

They will also discuss ways of 
maintaining peace in the Korean 
Peninsula where tension mounted 
after the Oct. 9 bomb blast in 
Rangoon which killed IT top 
South Korean officials. Burma 
blamed North Korea for the blast 
but North Korea has denied res- 
ponsibility. 

The foreign ministry sources 
said Mr. Hu was expected to brief 
Premier Nakasone on China's rel- 
ations with the U.S. and the Soviet 


Union, while latter would describe 
recent visits to Japan by President 
Reagan and W est German Cha-. 
nceilor Helmut Kohl. 

Hu describes family 

The Chinese Communist Party 
leader Wednesday disclosed det- 
ails of his family for the first time, 
describing his wife as an old lady 
and saying they had five gra- 
ndchildren. 

Mr. Hu told a news conference 
in Peking before leaving for Japan 
that his wife. Li Zhao, recently ret- 
ired from working in the textile 
industry and that'they had four 
children in their 3 Us and 4Us. 

The private lives of Chinese 
leaders are usually top secret and 
are never discussed in the press. 

"It is not really our custom to 
ask such questions (about fam- 
ilies)." Mr. Hu said. "But because 
they are well-intended and so long 
as you do not make it into imp- 
ortant news. I will answer them." 

Mr. Hu. 68. said he married in 
the communist base of Van' an 
which flburished in the late 1 930s 
and early 194U$. "My wife is an 
old lady by now." he added. 


Two sons as well as his daughter 
had one child each in accordance 
with China's family planning pol- 
icy. But his eldest son had two chi- 
ldren. bom before couples were 
banned from having more than 
one child, the party general sec- 
retary said. 

All his children and their spo- 
uses had been to university, except 
one. They included a historian, an 
economist, a doctor and a member 
of the People's Liberation Army, 
Mr. Hu said. 

Among those seeing him off at 
the airport were his daughter and 
two grandchildren wearing sailor 
suits. His daughter said she wor- 
ked for the Chinese medical ass- 
ociation. 

Mr. Hu was also asked how he 
remained healthy. "It must have 
something to do with the hard tes- 
ting I went through in the long 
revolutionary struggle." he rep- 
lied. 

"I am probably weak compared 
with strong people of my age but I 
am strong compared with people 
whb are weak." he added. 

" You cannot remain full of vig- 
our without rhythmical work 
which keeps you busy and without 
maintaining an optimistic outlook. 

"1 have not studied any sci- 
entific knowledge on remaining 
healthy." he added. 

Mr. Hu also said he liked to read 
sports news and took a special int- 
erest in major competitions. 



Millions commemorate Kennedy 


WASHINGTON (R) — Ame- 
ricans remembered President 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy on the 
20th anniversary of his death Tue- 
sday at emotional services here 
and around the nation. 

Saying "We miss you Jack and 
we always will " his brother Sen. 
Edward Kennedy spoke in tribute 
to the former U.S. leader at a mass 
attended by President Reagan and 
broadcast live to the nation over 
television. 

There were other memorial 
ceremonies at Mr. Kennedy's 
home town Boston, and at Dallas, 
Texas, where the 46-year-old pre- 
sident was shot by gunmen. In Arl- 
ington cemetery here thousands 
filed past his grave. 

His brother said thaL when Pre- 
sident Kennedy died the world 
united in grief and "Moscow wept 
with Boston and Dallas." 

Speaking from a white pulpit 
before a red tapestry and gold 
cross In Washington's Holy Tri- 
nity church, with Mr. Reagan loo- 



king on from the first pew, Edw- 
ard said his brother "has been 
made a legend, but we remember 
him as a man.” 

President Kennedy’s widow 
Jacqueline Onassis was not pre- 
sent but was repotted to be with 
his mother, 93-year-old Rose 
Kennedy, at the family home in 
Hyannis Port. Massachusetts.- 
where a private mass was held 
later Tuesday. 


Mr. Reagan said in a statement: 
"We all remember the bright 
smile and the wit he added to pub- 
lic life. He was dedicated to a 
strong America and the pursuit of 
the best for all our citizens.'' 

The Kennedy family was fol- 
lowed to the hilltop grave by tho- 
usands of ordinary citizens, many 
with tears in their eyes as they rec- 
alled the moment they heard of 
the president's assassination.

“If women chew gum for five or 
six minutes a day. they'll get less 
wrinkles because of the exercise of 
facial muscles” said Wrigley s 
Hong Kong marketing manager 
Peter Tang. 

“Studies in the United States 
have also shown that gum chewers 
are more attentive when they 


drive and less likely to fall asleep,” 
he added. 

Singapore has warned it may 
become the first country to ban 
chewing gum because it costs 
S75,000 a year to remove old gum 
from the wails and Doors of hou- 
sing states. It has already banned 
radio and television adv- 
ertisements for gum. 

Mr. Tang said Wrigley s Sin- 
gapore branch planned to chew 
the matter over with the gov- 
ernment "We are'stunned by the 
Singapore move. We just don't 
understand it," he added.

Italy 1 R) — A priest who refused 
to bury a Communist who had 
"lived in sin” with a woman has 
caused uproar in this village in 
central Italy. 

Father Benito Baldoni said the 
dead man, Bruno Bindi. 70, could 
not be given a church burial bec- 
ause he was a paid-up member of 
the Communist Party and, even 
worse, had cohabited with a 
woman for 18 years without get- 
ting married. 

"As a man and a Christian 1 
prayed for the deceased, but as a 
priest I couldn't authorise a rel- 
igious rite. The church has had 


precise rules about such cases 
since 141HJ,” Father Baldoni said. 

Monsignor Cesare P ag an? T arc- 
hbishop of nearby Perugia, bac- 
ked the priest's decision, and said 
“he only did his duty.” 

“In a little village like ours, 
where 70 per cent of people vote 
communist and 1UU per cent are 
baptised, such episodes are int- 
olerable," party official Dom- 
enico Briziarelli said. 

Outraged villagers said that the 
. priest had given a full service for 
the local dentist, who also "lived 
in sin” but had fought with Fra- 
nco's fascists in the Spanish civil 
war. 


‘Mad dog' attacked church, 
N. Ireland police believe 


BELFAST t Ri — Police hunting 
gunmen who sprayed a Protestant 
church with bullets on Sunday, kil- 
ling three men. say Ireland's most 
wanted man, Dominic “mad 
dog” McGlinchey. could be beh- 
ind the attack. 

Police sources say they believe 
the Irish National Liberation 
Army (INLA|, thought to be led 
by 2 9- year -old McGlinchey, car- 
ried out the attack on the church at 
Darkley, near the border with the 
Irish Republic. 

The organisation, which could 
number as few as 2u. was formed 
in the mid- 1 97Us when the Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) guerrilla 
organisation, fighting to end Bri-' 
tish rule in Northern Ireland, split 
for the second time in a decade 
over whether to concentrate on 


political or military action. 

The INLA, a staunch supporter 
of military action, quickly built up 
a reputation for reckless and sav- 
age attacks.; 

The most spectacular was the 
bombing of a Northern Ireland 
bar last December when 1 1 off- 
duty British soldiers and six civ- 
ilians were killed. 

Last year the INLA was res- 
ponsible for 29 deaths, compared 
with 42 for the much larger IRA. 

McGlinchey, called “mad dog” 
by both friends and enemies, is 
wanted for questioning in con- 
nection with a string of killings 
since the mid-1970s, when he was 
a member of an [RA gang led by 
Frank Hughes, who laterfasted to 
death during a hunger strike.
